With customary shiftiness, says The 
New York Press, Mr. Wills avoids 
stating correctly the Protectionist theory 
about tliis matter. No American statas- 
man ever believed or proclaimed that 
all duties upon imports to thin country 
are paid by foreigners. The couteutiou 
hat) been: 

First, that the establishment here of 
an Industry in competition with an in 
Atutry iu Europe always operates to 
lower the price of the product to Ameri- 
cans. That this is the fact was de- 
monstrated in a striking manner by the 
tremendous decline of the price of steel 
rails after Protection had built up the 
maniif.teiure in the I'uited Stales. At 
one HiM the price of rails was actually 
lower than the duty. Precisely the 
same phenomenon will be observed in 
the saw f tin plate if the Free-traders 
•t Washington can be defeated in their 
attempt to knife that growing industry. 

Second, it is unquestionable that 
Tery often when duties have been ad- 
vanced upon certain commodities the 
prices of such commodities in this 
Market have remained at the old tigures. 
The duties upon worsted cloths, for ex- 
ample, were largely increased by the 
ItcKinl.y Tariff; but. noon after that 
act went into operation, Bradford cloths 
were offered here and sold iu great 
Quantities at the prices demanded 
them under the preceding Tariff Li 
The duties upon cotton stockings were 
much enlarged by tho MeKinley Tariff; 
bat no changes were made in the prices 
at whi. ii Saxony stockings were sold here.

In these cases, which are representa- 
tive of a large class, the conclusion is 
really Inevitable that the foreign mann 
factarer paid the Increased duty rather 
than surrender his business in the 
Anierlcau market.
